Campaign 


T. Se Held In Charlevoix County 
~ April 30—May 11 


A Charlevoix County “Dairy-Alfalfa” 
campaign, the results of which will be 
of great importance to farmers of the 
county, isto start on April 30th and 
run for two weeks, 

During the campaign, many local or 


' “barn-yard” meetings are to be held 


on farms scattered all over the county, 
making it possible for every fermer to 
attend one of the meetings without 
driving more than a few miles. The 
campaign is to carry the gospel of 
better farming to all corners of the 
county, placing chief emphasis upon 
the dairy industry and the value .of 
alfalfa and other leguminous crops on 
Charievoix County farms. 

The Michigan Agricultural College, 
thru it’s dairy and farm crops depart- 
ments, will furnish teams of specialists 
to carry on the work of the campaign, 
in co-operation with the Charlevoix 
County Farm Bureau office. 
E. Reed, head, of the dairy division, 
and Prof. J. F. Cox, head of the farm 
department, will head the work of their 
respective teams. 

The Charlevoix County dairy industry 
assumes proportions which give the 
coming campaign added significance. 
Aby measures which can add to the 
efticiency'of this big industry will be 
of untold value, not only to the dairy 
men themselves, but to the whole 
county as well, 

Those who have made a careful study 
of the county know that there is room 
for improvement in the quality of dairy 
cattle kept. on Charlevoix County 
farms. The average Charlevoix cow 
is said-to be only about on a par with 
the state average in production, a 
figure below 4,000 pounds of milk a 
year, And this average production 
means but mighty smalt profit for the 
farmer keeping such cows. 

When the production of a dairy cow 
falls much-below the average;'she - may 
not only fail to profit her owner but 


actyally meansaloss, production failing” 


to pay for cost of feed and care. 

Lack of knowledge of facts in regard 
to many features of the dairy industry 
is responsible for much lost profit in 
the county, and it is to bring out these 
facts that the coming campaign has 
been. planned, 

In addition to general information on 


‘feeding, care, etc., the value of cow 


testing and bull associations in raising 


' the standards of the dairy industry will 


be brought out. The cow testing 
association makes it possible to spot 
the low producing or “boarder” cows 
which pull down the average of a herd, 
while the bull associations enable 
groups of farmers to secure the ser- 
vices of pure bred bulls of much higher 
quality than the average individual 
farmer could afford to own alone. 


Alfalfa Important Crop. 

Hand in hand with the direct dairy 
work of the campaign will go informa- 
tian on the value’ of alfalfa and other 
leguminous crops on Charlevoix County 
farms—especially dairy farms. 

Michigan has made a great increase 
in itS alfalfaacreage during the last few 
years, farmers generally coming to 
realize the worth of the crop. Charle- 
voix, for her part, has also made a 
remarkable record for increase with 
this crop, but there is still room for 
greatly increased acreage. Details of 
cultural practices,, with relation to 
Charlevoix County conditions, will be 
given out during theecampaign. 


Meetings to be Short 
Meetings of the campaign are to be 
“short and sweet,” according to 
schedule plans, Each local meeting is 
to take not more than two Shours, with 
the information which is: given out 
condesed to the last possible degree. 
he work will’ all be practical. and 
xpted to Charlevoix County condi- 
ons.

the street corners. We hope definate 
action will be taken on some of his 
suggestions. 

The music by the. Male Goatees 
composed of Messrs. Watson, Sloan, 
Porter and Van Husen was enthusi- 
astically received. 

Among other things done at the 
meéting was to appoint a committee to 
make a survey of the home conditions 
and surroundings of the ‘non-resident 
pupils especially, whether they are 
properly. looked after, and also the 
surroundings of some of the boys and 
girls who are continually on the street. 
A resolution was also sent to Rollie 
Lewis, our state representative, in re- 
gard to supporting our Normal Bill. 
Then the Meeting closed with a. warm 
discussion on the amount of work done 
in our Public School and whether, or 
not our students were making good in 
the state institutions. Mr. W. E. 
Malpass, Mrs. Blount, Mr. H. P. Porter, 
Mr. Duncanson and one or two others 
gave snappy talks on the above topic. 
it was found that our Public School is 
making decided progress, that our 
students are making guod in their re- 
spective colleges. This discussion was 
one of the features of the whole meet 
ing. We hope such discussions will be 
repeated. 

The Social and Get Together com- 
mittees are giving a pot luck supper 
and social evening to all the parents 
and teachers, Wednesday, April 18, 
starting about 7:00 o ‘clack. “This ought 
to be areal gathering. The chief pur- 
pose of this is to have the parents and 
teachers get acquainted and enjoy a 
first class social evening.

Tho deadlock over the Warner 
two-cent gasoline tax bill in the legis- 
Jature came to a climax last week. 
This week should tell the fate of the 
Michigan state road program for the 
coming two years. Senate amend- 
ments to thé ‘bill were approyed by 
the ouse, which also added one 
more of its own and this was accept- 
ed by the senate. The bill as amend- 
ed would permit counties to partici- 
pate in the proceeds of the gasoline 
tax to the extent of twenty percent 
of the balance after the sinking funds 
and interest funds for state highway 
bonds have been deducted. In. its 
final form it was accepted by the sen- 
ate by a vote of thirty to two, Sen- 
ators Riopelle and Bakorski, of De- 
troit, being the only opponents. The 
situation created by the putting of 
the bill up to the governor is unique 
in legislative annals. Gov. Groesbeck 
has been opposed to the bill. from 


the start, contending that it will tax |- 


the motor car owners to a mtich heav- 
fer extent than is necessary for road 
purposes. Both friends of the gov- 
ernor and opponents of the ‘governor 


‘predicted that he would.veto the bill. 


Such a strong sentiment has been 
worked up in the legislature in favor 
of a gasoline tax that an outright 
stopping of the majority by a veto 
might result in failure of any com- 
Promise measure passing’ at all and 
this would leave the state highway 
department without funds for any 
work in the coming two year period 
for which the present legislature 
must provide, it is so doubtful that 
the measure could’ command a two 
thirds vote in each house to over- 
come & veto that the expectation is 
for no attempt in the senate to take 
such & vote. 

Gas Tax Causes eiierness: 


Bitterness developed by the battle 
over the 2-cent gasoline taxation bill 


‘caused a wide variety of threats: of 
other fights to be made on various 
kinds of legislation. 


When the sen- 
ate vote showed the 2-cent tax advo- 
cates that they stood practically no 
show of being able to enact the Dill 
over a veto by the governor, the feel- 
ing ran so strong that some were de- 
claring they would stop the proposed 
new weight tax bill or any other 
measure that aimed to provide any 
finances at all for state road con- 
struction. That this feeling would 
not last after the first soreness wore 
away was the contention of the op- 
ponents of the 2-cent bill, but it caus- 
ed some alarm to the state highway 
department. Commissioner Frank 
Rogers, who had been in favor of the 
gasoline tax, dees not want to see 
his department crippled by being left 
without funds and was urged by his 
friends to bestir himself in combat- 


ting the. feeling among his legisla- 


tive acquaintances. The certainty 
that the gasoline tax would be made 
subject to a referendum vote of the 
people in November, 1924, by motor 
car makers and allied interests, in 
the event that it could be put through 
over the veto by Gov. Groesbeck, was 
another thing that irritated the advo- 


-cates of the tax. ‘This feeling result- 


ed in the introduction by Rep. Read, 
of Kalamazoo County, of a bill to 
amend the constitution so as to re- 


quire a ten per cent signature of 


voters of the state in order to sub- 
mit a legislative measure to a yote. 
This percentage is just double the one 
now called for. 

Another Road Law Proposed. 

. A sequel to the gasoline tax bill 


‘vote was the introduction of a new 


road contract bill by Rep. Warner, of 
Ypsilanti, father of the 2-cent gas 
tax measure. Hig bill would require 
road commissions, if they desired to 
build roads themselves, to submit 
sealed bids in competition with the 
bids of contractors. The county bid, 
to be ranked as low, would have to 
be lower than the next lowest respon- 
sible bidder by an amount equal to 
the bond and insurance premiums. 
In the event of a municipality default- 
ing on a contract because of insuffi- 
cient funds the work would have to be 
re-advertised and re-awarded. Wayne 
county members who had fought the 
gasoline tax in the house almost alone 
also attacked this bill of Rep. War- 
ner's, declaring that, it favored road 
contractors. Their attitude was taken 
following a warning by Gov. Groes- 
beck to Rep. Warner.while the gaso- 
line tax bill was pending in the sen- 


ate that if it went through no more]: 


state road contracts would be allow- 
ed to go to legislators.

Referendum WII! Suspend Law, 

. Regardless of what action is taken 
by the governor or the legislature, 
on the gasoline tax bill, the highway 
department will be left without funds 
for perhaps. one and a half: years. 
Petitions for a referendum on the law 
are ready and will be put out under 
the leadership of the Detroit Automo- 
bile club. The referendum vote, with- 
out a special statewide election being 
called, could not be taken until the 
time of the presidential election in 
November of next year and the en- 
forcement of the law would be held 
up automatically until the people 
registered their approval of it at the 
polls, The opponents of the law 
have opened branches of their club 
in several other cities of the state 
and declare their intefition to organ- 
ize the more than half million motor 
car owners of the state to fight any 
form of gasoline tax. Since the agita- 
tion over the Warner bill started 
5,000 members have been added to 
the club In Detroit, its leaders report, 
and they are ready to make a bitter 
fight. The motor car weight tax bill, 
drawn up as a proposed compromise 
measure, {g marking time in commit- 
tee while the battio rages over the 
gasoline tax. It is expected that if 
the Warner bill does finally fall that 
the senate will pass the weight tax 
bill, but the house is apt to refuse to 
enact it, in reprisal for the failure of 
the gasoline tax, for which house 
members voted 80 to 18.

CUSTER HOSPITAL WORK BEGUN 


Custer Hospital Work Begun. Larg- 
est Institution of Its Kind 


Battle Creck—Work on the site of 
the new governniment hospital at 
Camp Custer has been started. The 
contract calls for the erection of 3t 
buildings at a cost of $2,174,680. The 
task must be conipleted before July 6, 
1924, or a forfeiture must be paid for 
every day thereafter. 

The site of the hospittal is the 
highest portion of the camp and in 
war time served as the remount sta- 
tion. 

The buildings are to be arranged in 
a double semi-cirenlar row, the ad- 
ministration building to be in the cen- 
ter. All are to be constructed of re- 
inforeed concrete and brick and fire- 
proof throughout. 

Buildings besides the administra- 
tion building, are enumerated as fol- 
lows: Main buildings, tubercular and 
convalescent cottages, buildings for 
disturbed patients, recreation pbuild- 
ings, mess and food kitchens, con- 
tinued treatment quarters, five build- 
ings for double staff quarters, com- 
manding officers’ quarters and those 
for nurses and female attendants, vo- 
cational shops, garage and _ shops, 
storehouses, laundry and_ refrigera- 
tion plant. 

Patients from all of the eighth dis- 
trict will be treated here. This in- 
cludes Michigan, Hlinois and Wiscon- 
sin. 

It is to be the largest hospital in 
the entire country. 

World war, Spanish war and Philip 
pine insurrection veterans are to be 
cared for here as well as all patients 
of the veteran’s bureau.

AWAITS ORDER 


GERMANS ARE DESPERATE — 
READY TO LAUNCH ATTACK 
. ON INVADERS, 


LUDENDORFF EXPECTED LEADER 


Force of Million Men Are Trained, 
Equipped—Hidden Away in 
Interior. 


Berlin--Germuny today is desper- 


late. French determination and French 


common seuse have robbed her of tue 
coul without which ber industries can- 
not continue, 

Germany possesses today a fully- 
irained and equipped army of at least 
cieht times the size of the present 
french forces in the Ruhr. ‘True, the 
greater part of this great force is 
hidden away from the eyes of for- 
iiguers, just as its equipment and 
artillery are hidden. 

According to he military clauses of 
the peace treaty the German army is 
jimited to 109,000 imen recruited by 
voluntary methods, the German gen- 
eral staff was abolished, and her air 
force ceased to cxist. With the ex- 
eeption of the substitution of volun- 
tary for compulsory service, Germany 
has observed none of these require- 
ments, 

Jn Berlin today there exists a gen- 
eral staff, compesed entirely of train- 
ed and experienced staf? officers un- 
der Ludendorfft, and these men are 
the real rulers of Germany in all mat- 
ters affecting the allies. 

Although nominally disarmed, Ger- 
many possesses today. a secret army 
of unknown size considerably in ex- 
cess of the treaty limitations, Alto- 
gether there are 7 >t 6,000,000 train- 
ad ex-soldiers in the couniry. 
nany still possesses the great- 
esi plunt for the manafacture of new 
chemical gases ip the world, and it is 
reasonable to assume that big strides 
have been made in discovering more 
“frightiuiness”, 

it js, therefore. by no means be- 
yond the bounds of possibility that a 
new war would find a Germany equip- 
ped, not with heavy guns, but with a 
new weapon which would make siege 
suns obsolete, at the same time be- 


With the exception of the 106,000 
men permitted by the treaty and the 
“Security Police," Germeny’s great 
force does not figure in the official 
records. . 

It receives no pay. It buys its own 
food. Tut it drilis, sometimes it holds 
secret manoeuvors,. it sings its “Hymn 
of Hate,” it dreams of “revenge,” and 
it looks for leadership to the greatest 
living German military genius—Lu- 
dendorfif. 


BEET PROBERS FIND NO ABUSE 


Accusers to Be Asked to Support 
Charges Against Sugar Fields. 


Saginaw—Michigan's beet sugar in- 
dustry, with close to $1,000,000,000 in- 
vested in factories, weigh stations, 
workmen’s dwellings, farm land and 
warehouses all over the middle east- 
ern section of the state, and utterly 
dependent upon thousands of indivi- 
dual beet growers in the Saginaw 
river valley and the Thumb district 
will face virtual extinction if an or- 
ganization of social reform workers 
calling itself the National Child 
Labor committee, of New York, suc- 
ceeds in further shutting off that in- 
dustry’s already inadequate supply of 
labor. 

A legislative commission, consist- 
ing of two state senators and three 
members of the lower house, under 
the chairmanship of Charles H. Cul- 
ver, of Detroit, has just compléted a 
preliminary survey of industrial, 
health and aducational conditions in 
five of the seven counties where the 
alleged misuse of the children be- 
tween six and 15 years of age was 
reported by the child labor committee. 

At the close of the legislative com- 
mission's inquiry, in Caro, Tuscola 
county, it was intimated that the 
sugar companies and beet growers of 
Bay and Shiawassee counties prob- 
ably will be given an opportunity to 
defend themselves at hearings during 
the latter part of next week. 

Hearings will also be held at Lans- 
ing, and agents of the child labor com- 
mittee will be invited to substantiate 
their allegations with figures and 
other data said by them to have been 
gathered during an investigation. A 
mass of testimony disputing the New 
York committee’s charges, Culver 
said, has been obtained at the seven 
hearings in Saginaw, Gratiot, Isa- 
bella, Tuscola and Huron counties.

The senate has twice defeated a 
sed constitutional amendment 
it legislative sessions to 90 
days in future. It aiso has defeated 
once the biil to permit county treas- 
urers to serve more than two consecu- 
tive terms. This proposal lost by 
only two votes and a reconsideration 
was granted while the effort is being 
made to convert two or more senators. 
In one sitting recently the senate 
adopted 23 bills, all of minor char- 
acter. 


Securities Commissioners Proposed. 

Senator Brower, of Jackson, ad- 
ministration leader, has put in a Dill 
to reorganize the state securities 
commission and amend the blue sky 
law. It provides for the abolition of 
the present securities commission and 
its replacement by a commissioner 
with un advisory body of state offi- 
cers behind him. This is a purely 
administrative proposal and is one 
that is apt to invite the attack of all 
those who feel disgruntled over a 
gasoline tax veto. 

Another Normal School Asked. 

Numerous requests before the legis. 
lature for the establishment of an- 
other state normal school in the 
northwest section of the lower penin- 
sula have resulted in Rep. Frank 
Smith, of Luther, submitting a bill 
that carries an appropriation of $1,000 
to pay the expenses of a commission 
of two senators and three represen: 
tatives to investigate the need of such 
a school and report on it to the nexi 
legislature. 

Brief Notes of Interest. 

The state's desire to keep the neigh- 
hood vf its new $3,000,600 office 
building in Lansing free from business 
that might spoil the looks of the 
place has resulted in the introduc- 
tion of a bill by Rep. Woodruff, of 
Wyandotte, to restrict the neighbor- 
ing frontage to residence purposes. 
The bill would give the chancery 
court power to adjust any loss to cwn_ 
ers because of their inability to use 
their lots for projected business pur- 
poses. An undertaker who proposed 
to place his establishment on a cor- 
ner near the office building is said 
to have brought the matter of a re- 
strictive law to the front. 

As a,sequel to an accident on the 
Dixie highway in which considerable 
damage was done to the roadway, 
Rep. Dawe, of Monroe, has introduced 
a bill to limit trucks from carrying 
loads of more than ten tons.

DEADLOCK ON FIRST BALLOT 
FAILS TO BE BROKEN AFTER

WOMAN IS AGAINST CONVICTION 


Foster is First Person Prosecuted

St. Joseph—After ‘eing out more 
than 31‘hours without agreeing-on a_ 
verdict, the jury which tried Willlam 
Z Foster, radical labor leader, on a 
charge of criviinal syndicalism, was 
discharged by Charles BE. White last 
Thursday. : 

The jury, its members said, stood 
six for conviction and six for acquit- 
tal from the first ballot Wednesday 
until the last. Thirty-eight ballots

Foster, and the 31 others, in- 
cluding three women charged with 
criminal syndicalism for participat- 
ing in the Bridgman convention, are 
the first persons. to be prosecuted un- 
der the Michigan criminal syndicaliam 
law. ;

Foster is the first Communist charg- 
ed with criminal syndicalism any- 
where in the United States who has 
not been found guilty at his first trial. 

It was announced Charles E. Ruth- 
enburg,'a witness for Foster, and-who, 
like him, was arrested for taking part 
in the raided Communist convention 
at Bridgman last August, will go on 
trial in Berrien circuit gourt here 
next Monday. No plans have’ been 
made in regard to a re-trial of Fos 
ter.
